This, of course, is due to 
the education they are receiving and 
the younger of both sexs quite cheer- 
fully enter into conversation with visit- 
ors answering questions and ex- 
plaining many things that are myster- 
ous to the white visitors. A few 
years ago it was most difficult to get 
more than yes or know from any of 
them, but now they speak freely and 
many use excellent English. It was 
quite noticeable to see a number of 
small Indian children playing “ring-a- 
round” and how willing they admitted 
the white children into the game and 
unfailing the Indian boy or girl would 
pick out a white child, also it was sur- 
prising how many autos the Indians 
had with them,

The park is the one and only pub- 
lic spot of any beauty in the town of 
Gleichen. The Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way put the trees there at a very large 
expense, and the growth has flourished 
in sipte of, certainly not because of, 
any efforts on tha part of Gleichew 
citizens, but ut the same time it is felt 
tnat G'cichen people do appreciate 
their park, and that if the matter is 
drawn to their attention in this man- 
ner, they will at once take steps to 
stop this wanton destruction. 

Some of the trees have grown large 
enough for boys to climb up them aad 
slide down the branches, with the re- 
sults that one or two of the trees there 
nave their trunks split from top to 


‘Lottom, trees that could not be re- 


placed for twenty-five dollars, to say 
nothing of the unsightliness of such 
destruction in a pretty place like the 
park undoubtedly is, 

Go and look at it, look at it particul- 
arly on the side nearest the Indian 
Office, look at it on each side of the 
trail leading to the reservation, go 
and see young trees with their branch- 
es stripped off and bigger trees split 
from top to bottom that will most 
certainly die, 

It is desired that school teachers 
will be kind enough to mertion this 
matter to boys in their charge, in the 
event of this letter failing to come 
before the eyes of parents, and it is 
hoped that everybody will co-operate 
with the railway company in pre- 
serving the trees in the park without 
the necessity of sterner procedure to 
prevent the destruction of them,

tial to use advertising for business 
building purposes, There are many 
firms, of course, Which use both the 
radio and the newspapers for adver: 
tising purposes, but if they all have 
the same experience as Roger Bab 
son, the latter medium is the only 
‘one which is bringing much in the 
way of proauble results.
